THE DYNAMITER SUSPECT, 
Interest has been largely centred 
to-day in the prisoner Cunningham, 
who was arrested at the Power on 
the day of the explosion. — The pri. 
soner was conveyed to the Bow 
Street police statign by a strong 
guard of police, charged with com- 
plicity.in the explosion in the Tower 
of London. ‘He is 26 years of age, 
of medium height, dark hair and 
eyes, sharp features and sinister ex 
pression. He smilingly surveyed 


. the-rourt and the crowd which cdn- 


gregated within to get a glimpse of 
the alleged dynamiter. ‘The prison- 


er. gave. his,-full game as James 


Gilbert Cunningham, and asserted 
that he was an Englishman. : 

Inspector Abberline deposed that 
he examined the prisoner at the 
tower; that he (the prisoner) was 
confused -and gaye contradictory 
answers to his questions. The pris- 
oner, the inspector said, first gave 
a wrong address as tothe place of 

ceisiabode, afd then stated he lived 
in Scarboroggh street, Whitechapel, 
worked on the docks at Liverpool 
until the beginning ef the year, 
when he came to London to try to 
better himself. He formerly re- 
sided in America. ‘The inspector 
further stated that the prisoner was 
known at his lodgings as Dalton. 
His luggage had been seized, but 
the contents had not yet been made 
known to the public. 

_ The examination of Cunningham 
tended to convince the police that 
they had secured a prisoner who 
had a guilty knowledge ef Saturday's 
crimes. It was proved that Cun- 
ningham was a native,of Cork, that 
he lived for five years in the United 
States, arriving in England during 
last autumn. His pretence that he 
was an Englishman was well carried 
out, until the close cross examination 
in court, when he forgot himself and 
threw off his slow, stammering man- 
ner. Cunningham is the only sus- 
pect now in jail.
